English Learners in Charter Schools 


This fact sheet reports data from the 2017—18 Civil Rights Data Collection (CRDC), a biennial survey of nearly 
all public schools and school districts, including charter schools, in the United States. This fact sheet explores 


information about identified English learners (ELs) who attended charter schools in school year (SY) 2017-18.

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Number of Charter Schools by State Educational Agency: School Year 2017-18 
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In SY 2017-18, there were 
7,049 charter schools in 
the United States. The 
number of charter schools 
varied by state educational 
agency (SEA). While 
California, Texas, and 
Florida had the largest 
number of charter schools 
(1,211, 758, and 653, 
respectively), some SEAs, 
such as Alabama, 
Mississippi, and South 
Dakota, reported very few 
to no charter schools in SY 
2017-18.! 


Number of Charter Schools and Percentage of Students Enrolled in Charter Schools 
Who Are Identified as English Learners: School Years 2011-12 to 2017-18 
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The number of charter schools in the U.S. increased by more than 1,700 from SY 2011-12 to SY 2017-18. EL 
enrollment in charter schools also increased by 2 percentage points, from 9% in SY 2011-12 to 11% in SY 2017-18.

Percentage of English Learners Enrolled in Charter Schools Out of All Students Enrolled 
in Charter Schools by State Educational Agency: School Year 2017-18 
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Across all SEAs, more than 3,000,000 students attended charter schools in SY 2017-18. Texas, Minnesota, 
California, Colorado, and Missouri had the five highest percentages of ELs enrolled in charter schools (24%, 21%, 
and 16%, respectively). While California and Texas had the two highest percentages of identified K-12 ELs enrolled 
in both charter and non-charter schools in SY 2017—18, Colorado, Minnesota, and Missouri ranked 7th, 19th, and 
39th, respectively.
